1 . WHEN MEMBERS OF STAFF OF SENATOR STONE FIRST ALERTED 
US OF SENATOR'S DESIRE TO VISIT AREA, AND SPECIFICALLY OF 
SENATOR'S INTEREST IN TRAVELING FROM CAIRO TO JERUSALEM VIA 
THE SINAI WITH A STOP AT SFM, OFFICERS IN NEA, SSM AND H 
UNIFORMLY ADVISED STONE'S STAFF THAT PROPOSED ROUTE OF 
TRAVEL WAS NOT RPT NOT POSSIBLE. WE EXPLAINED EGYPTIAN 
SENSITIVITIES ABOUT TRANSIT OF BUFFER ZONE AND SINAI, 

NOTED REQUIREMENT TO OBTAIN UNEF APPROVAL FOR TRANSIT OF 
BUFFER ZONE, AND EXPRESSED OUR CONCERN THAT IF WE SUPPORTED 
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SENATOR STONE'S DESIRE TO MAKE SUCH JOURNEY WE WOULD BE HARD 
PRESSED TO REFUSE LATER REQUESTS WE WOULD SURELY RECEIVE 
FROM OTHER MEMBERS OF CONGRESS TO TRAVEL SAME ROUTE. WE DID 
NOT RPT NOT OPPOSE SENATOR STONE VISITING SFM, OF COURSE, BUT 
ONLY OF HIS TRANSITING FROM CAIRO TO JERUSALEM VIA SINAI. 

2. SENATOR STONE HAS NOW APPEALED PERSONALLY TO DEPARTMENT 
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TO ARRANGE FOR HIM TO TRAVEL FROM CAIRO TO JERUSALEM VIA 
SINAI FIELD MISSION. HE REMINDED US THAT HE WORKED VIG- 
OROUSLY FOR SENATE APPROVAL OF CREATION OF U.S. MONITORING 
PRESENCE IN SINAI. HE WOULD LIKE VERY MUCH TO BE ABLE TO 
DELIVER FIRST-HAND REPORT OF SFM'S HIGHLY-SUCCESSFUL OPER- 
ATIONS. FURTHER. STONE SAID HE IS WELL AND FAVORABLY 
KNOWN TO EGYPTIANS AND HE HAS BEEN STRONGLY SUPPORTIVE OF 
THE CURRENT HIGH LEVEL OF ECONOMIC AID TO EGYPT. 

3. WHILE RECOGNIZING EGYPTIAN SENSITIVITIES, THE DEPART-

STONE, WHO IS CHAIRMAN OF SUBCOMMITTEE ON MIDDLE EAST, SFRC.

SHOULD THE EGYPTIANS AGREE, WE WOULD THEN REQUEST UNEF 
AND ISRAELI GOVERNMENT APPROVAL. SHOULD ALL AGREE, WE 
WOULD HOPE STONE'S JOURNEY COULD BE SO MANAGED THAT WE 
COULD MINIMIZE TO THE EXTENT POSSIBLE HIS TRANSIT OF THE 
SINAI BECOMING A PRECEDENT FOR OTHER MEMBERS OF CONGRESS. 
FURTHER, IF TRIP WERE APPROVED, WE WOULD NOT RPT NOT 
PUBLICIZE HIS JOURNEY, BUT WE WOULD EXPECT STONE TO REPORT
